S it true that our taste changes with regard 
to our novels as it does with regard to 
the cut of our clothes or the furnishing 

of our houses? It may not change so fre- 

quently, but that it does change is obvious. 

e “ popular ” novel of to-day is a very 
different ind of book from the on enjoying 
opularity in the Victorian era, oven later. 

One of the many differences that wight be 

mentioned is the length of the modern novel, 
To be really Pleasing to the genera] public, 

the nove] of to-day must be short— short, 
that, is to say, in comparison with the novel 
of yesterday. We live ín an age of hustle 
and bustle; we have no time, as our grand- 
mothers had, to wade through pages and 
pages of interminable small print and in- 
numerable charactérs. ther amusements 
have arisen for us. There are so many 
things to do nowadays, yet the day is still 
confined to twenty-four hours. Even if we 
had the time, we are not content to sit down 
and struggle through long novels and books. 
We have become restiess; everything we 


do must be done as hurriedly as possible. 


Every new invention, every contrivance pos- 
sible, is placed on the market with this 
end in view, and our novelists must 
follow in the wake, To be really 


popular they must rovide short, snappy 
stories—storiés that will give us no trouble to 
“get into,” and which may be easily assimi- 
lated and as quickly digested. 

Our thrills must’ be modern, as well as 
everything else. The material used, therefore, 
must be modern; and, consequently, the up- 
to-date novel is nothing more or less than 4 
reflection of ourselves, our lives, our aspira- 
tions and problems—problems ever en- 
thralling in their eternal quest for happiness, 

We influence the nature of our books. rather 
than are influenced by them. Yet with all 
the changes, the wrapping up, and decking 
out in the latest garb of modernism, the same 
age-old theme has to serve for the backbone of 
ie present novel,.even as it did for the novel 
of yesterday. And what is this wonderful 
theme that has Í centuries 
without becoming stale? Everyone knows it 
for the ever fresh, ever absorbing theme of 
love in its innumerable phases and romantic 
settings. There is nothing new in the world, 
bat there are many new ways of serving up

r, Atkins referred to the visit last week 
to Belfast of a deputation from the Elec- 
tricity and hog: ot Lighting Committee to in- 
spect the new e essa i station in that city, 
and also to inspect the Belfast Municipal 
gas works, He asked the Corporation to put 
on record its sincere thanks, to the members 
and officials of the Belfast Corporation for 
their services to the deputation, and the ar- 
rangements made for their visit. 

Mr. O'Callaghan seconded, and the resola- 
tion of thanks was passed. | 

Mr. George A. Lyons moved that the 
Streets Committee be instructed to explain 
why the several orders of the Council with 
regard to the re-naming of the streets had 
not been complied with, 

It was pointed out that, by law, the con- 
sent of the residents was necessary before 
the names of the streets could be changed. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On the motion of Mr. Lyons, the Town 
Clerk was instructed to submit to the Council 
& return showing the number of officers, 
officials, clerks and typists, tradesmen, 
labourers and workmen, temporary and per- 
manent, in the employmert of the Council at 
the end of March, 1919, with a similar return 
for the year ended March 31, 1923. 

On notice, Mr. Lyons moved that “the 
suggestion recently made to the Minister of 
Lecal Government for the abolition of this 
elective assembly is unwarrantable, unjustifi- 
able and reactionary.’’ 

MISINFORMED CRITICS. 

Mr. Lyons described the criticisms directed 
against the Corporation as most unfair and 
misinformed. hey had a deputation from 
the Citizens’ Association, who offered no sug- 
gestions, and would not even remain to listen 
to the manner in which the representatives of 
the ratepayers tackled the estimates. -In the 
Press the asa, 2 Poo was continually mis- 
represented. Members of the Council were 
represented as a ** fat-bellied 
capitalists,’’ with Regent street hats and 
Punchestown coats. (Laughter.) - Only one 
member of the Corporation wore a tall hat. 
and that only on Sundays, and he was a 
member of the Citizens’ Association. 

Sir Andrew Beattie—Is this a lecture: on 
deportment ? 

r. Lyons—We are getting nothing but 
lectures on everything from people who are 
paid for their time, while we spend our time 
here at our own expense. I know that, for 
my part, although I am not afraid of the 
verdict, I shall not seek the suffrages of the 
electors again. 

Continuing, he said that people who wrote 
to the Press about the wrongdoings of the 
Corporation should study the matter before 
they lectured about it. The citizens were re- 
presented more faithfully by the present 
Council than by any of their predecessors, 
against whom there were no such scandalous 
attacks. When the Council was elected by 

reportional representation, the Press of 

Jublin declared unanimously that never be- 
fore had the citizens got such a pérfect re- 
presentation of all interests. The Citizens’ 
Association, with one notable exception, sent 
ia as their representatives a crowd of 
“duds ’’ and nonentities. Yet, with all its 
imperfections, it was a well-mixed assembly. 

As to the allegation that there was too 
much politics at Corporation meetings, it 
wae only recently they were practically forced 
t> discuss politics by outsiders and _ in- 
lerrupters in the Council chamber. The 
Press would give two columns to the per- 
formance of certain ladies in the Council 
chamber, and half an inch to the business 
proceedings of the meeting. 

i DEFIED THE, BRITISH. 

The citizens should remember that this 
was the Corporation that carried on the busi- 
ness of Dublin daring all the trouble, defy- 
iig the mighty, British Government, and re- 
fusing to send their books to audit, and yet 
the British never suggested that the Council 
should be abolished. 

But now, in the days of peace, the citizens 
were shown beautiful drawings and pictures, 
and they were told they were to have a grand 
national Cathedral and fine new streets if 
er | the Corporation were abolished. They 
had even been abused for their greatest 
achievement, namely, the houses they had 
given to the people of Dublin. They were 
the only Council in Ireland that availed of 
the Government grant for housing. 

Mr. O'Callaghan said the 9s. 8d. rate in 
Belfast had been used as a hammer to be- 
labour the Dublin Corporation, but in Belfast 
there was, in addition, a 2s, 6d. water rate. 
He admitted that the rates per head appeared 
to be lower in Belfast-than in Dublin, but, 
on the other hand, the deaths from epidemic 
disease week after week for the past ten 
weeks averaged 2) times more in Belfast than 
in Dublin. 

Alderman Shields said he was not ;in 
favour of the appointment of Commissioners, 
leading to bureaucracy and stereotyped 
methods of administration. At the same 
time, the present system of administration 
in Dublin was capable of improvement. He 
believed that the period of office of public 
administrators should be limited to three 
years. Again, there should be a clear dis- 
tinction between administrative and legisla- 
tive functions. Their Committees had to 
deal with too many petty details which should 
be carried out by their officers. 

INDIFFERENT COUNCILLORS. 

Mr. M. J. Moran said he was not in favour 
of the appointment of Commissioners, although 
he certainly disapproved of the way the work 
of the Corporation had been managed. There 
was too much fighting for individual interests, 
without taking a broad view of the welfare 
of the citizens. But with all its failings, it 
should not be forgotten that the Corporation 
had had hard luck in the loss of some of its 
best members. He thought that members 
who could not find time to attend meetings 
should resign. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said the Corpora- 
tion would not agreetoitsown annihilation. 
Something must be done, however. He was 
prepared to agree to almost anything, even 
going nearly as far as Commissioners, as long 
as the work was better done. 

Mr. Medlar said those now talking had 
nothing to say when it was dangerous to try 
to do the municipal work of Dublin. 

The motion was carriéd unanimously. 

Mr, P. T. Daly moved :—“ That the atten- 
tion of the Local Government Department 
be drawn to the anomalous position of pro- 
portional representation as applied to Dublin, 
whereby areas with a large number of bur- 

esses have smaller representation in the 

uncil than others with a smaller number 
of burgesses; and that the Local Government 
Department be requested to amend the scheme 
so as to remove the anomaly.” 

The motion was passed to be sent to the 
Local Government Department for considera- 
tion with the new register. “á 

By a large majority, the Council passed 
the recommendation of the Streets Committee 
that the Superintendent of the Cleansing De- 
partment be retired on pension of two-thirds 
of his salary and emoluments. 

Alderman Shields objected to a pension on 
salary. and bonus, which amounted to more 
than the actual salary. 

On the motion of Mr. John Lawlor, the 
following resolutions were passed :— i 

“That this Council request the Glasnevin 
Cemeteries Committee to keep open the 
cemeteries for the burial of citizens on al! 
holidays and Sundays’’; and 

“That the Town Clerk be, and he is, hereby 
directed to report to the next meeting of this 
Council the names of members of this Council, 
if any, who are in receipt of salary, wages, 
or other payments from the rates of the city 
serving on the Finance and General Purposes 


Committee.”

McKenna, Esq, President and ife Member, 
1902-23.” 

The accounts and balance sheet showing a loss on 
the season of £520 were adopted, and all the 
officials re-elected. Sir Henry Norris again proposed 
the alteration to Rule 10 > cag 3 the regelations 
governing the transfer of players, bat though there 
was a little more support than was accorded the 
proposal at the last annual meeting, there was. not 
enough to carry. it. 

WAGES AGREEMENT. 

_ Among various alterations to rules approved by 
the meeting was one by the Management Committee 
concerning wages agreements. The proposal, sup- 
pories by the clubs, was a direct ‘result of the 
Leddy v. Chesterfield case. In future. the follow- 
ing paragraph will be inseried in all agreements 
aiter the clause as to wages:—‘If at any time 
during the period of this agreement the wages here- 
in agreed to be paid shall be in excess of the wages 
permitted to he paid hy the club to the player, in 
accordance with the rules of the Football League, 
the wages to be paid to the player shall be the 
amount the club is entitled.te pay by League rules 
in force from time to time, and this agreement 
shall be read aud constroed as if. it were yaried 
accordingly.” 

TRANSFER FEES. 

S:: Henry Norris later in the day brought up an 
amendmeat in connection with bis pic 1 ve 
maximum transter fees, and this time the clubs 
supported him. The following was the oposal 
approved -—‘* That this meeting is of opinion. that 
the time has arrived when some limit shonld be 
placed upon the sums permitted to be paid, and 
request the Management Committee to take te 
watter inte earnest consideration, and to report to 
the next annual meeting the result of their dell- 
berations, and, further, to submit and reccmmend to 
the clubs such amendment and alterations to rules 
as wil: zive effect to the conclusions at which they 
will have arrived.” 

F.A. COUNCIL. 

The Football Association Council] yesterday afier- 
noon issued a report regarding the final tle cn 
Apri’ 28th, in which they state that upwards cf 
5,000 applications have been received for the re- 
turn of the cost to holders of tickets who travelled to 
the Stadium, and were prevented from taking their 
seats. The number of tickets, with counterfoil 
attached, received in accordance with the offer of 
May 1st. represents upwards of 12,000 tickets, 
ani an amount of upwards of 24.100. It is pro- 
posed to make all repaymente by cheque. The 
Ground Committee, having inspected the Stadiun, 
have made many useful suggestions for alterations, 
which should prevent a recurrence of the scenes at 
the last final. These suggestions sre to be con- 
sidered, and in due course the Committee will make 
a further report. 

MISCONDUCT OF PLAYERS, . . 

_.The Conneil. considered a scheme sulmitied by 
Cheshire “F.A,, and it was agreed that if the 
Emergency Committee is of the opinion that it is 
desirable that a player who has been Mharlaí fcr

DR. MCCORMACK BROUGHT 
TO 20TH. 
—— 
TITLE HOLDER'S NARROW 
VICTORY. 


_ The first round matches in the Trish Amateur 
Close Championship, which were played yesterday 


iat Milltown under perfect golfing conditions, would 


been devoid of outstanding feature had not 

r J. D. M‘Cormack and E. F. Spiller provided 
‘a highly interesting finish, which terminated on ‘the 
20th. green in favour of the Ilermitage.ma~-.. Dr. 

‘Cormack was a strong local favourite, He had 
been playing extremely fine golf in. his. practice 
rounds. Yesterday, however, h° was lucky, to a 
certain @xtent,. to survive: the initial test. At one 
period, when the turn was reached, it did net 
seem at all likely that’ he would overcome. last 
‘ear’s ‘semi-finalist for the Irish Open Champion- 
ship. His driving oh the way out had been ¢rratic, 
and pulled tee shots got him into bad trouble: 
but Spiller did pot profit. by his oppenent’s mis 
takes, and paid thé penalty. 

The Hermitage man’s troubles began going fo 
the. third, te whieh he pulled his tee shot. [is 
ball lay in the ditch ón the far side of the haw. 
thorns, snugly tueked into the roots oí one of 
them, and he had jo play out sideways: ile took 
5 for this holke,. which Spiller cot in 4, and so 
lost: his“one hole lead.

M‘Cor- 
mack was in another clamp of hawthorns from his 
drive to the ninth, in the ditch on the right with 
bis second, and he deserved to lose the hole in 
4-4 to turn 2 down: The play to the eleventh 
was noteworthy for a fine recovery by Spiller. 
His ball from the tee tay close into the wall, 
but he played a lovely Ieft-hand shot, and M‘Cor- 
mack, -over the- green after a grand drive to 
within a few yards ot the cross bunkers, could 
only halve the hole im 5 -instcad of squaring the 
match. We, however, levelled wp matters at the 
thirteenth, 4nd then the struggle began in real 
earnest. M‘Cormack took the lead at the four- 
teenth; only to lose it at the sixteenth. He had 
a putt for the hole at the seventeenth, but ‘his 
ball turned off the line in a hollow, and it was 
halved ins... M‘Cormack to the home green was 
away on the far side of the tenth fairway, but 
Spiller lef him off again, fot a'though over” the 
bunkers with his iron shot-his short approach wa3 
weak. In fact, M‘Cormack was left with a two- 
yarder for the hole, and just failed to get it 
down, and they went to the nineteenth Spiller 
was laid a stymie here, and they went to the 
twentieth, where M‘Cormack won in 4-5. 

It was an exciting struggle, and another keen 
finish was the outcome of the match between Ector 
Munn, the holder, and €. C. Gotto. Munn, in his 
practise rounds, had been puzzled a lot by the 
approaches to the greens; but yesterday he got the 
strength nicely, and was 4 up going to the seventh. 
He, however, lost the ninth, but 5 up at the turn 
was a useful lead. The Dun Laoghaire player was 
not yet done with, however He proceeded to win 
fhe tenth, twelith, and thirteenth, to square, Munn 
topping his atcond at the thirteenth and tak- 
ins 6, and the Mafch was in the same interesting 
state going to.the sixtecnth.

Right Rev. Maurice Day, D.D., og of 
Clogher, which took place suddenly on Sun a) 
morning. Dr. Day was at Bloomfield bhata 
near Castleblayney, Co. Monaghan, where, e 
was to have preached at the Morning Service, 
and he had an afternoon _engagement to 
dedicate a memoria] window in HEA, SE 
Parish Church. He left his home at Clones 
in the morning, apparently in his usual 
health, and arrived at Bloomfieid Church, 
where he met and conversed with a number 
of the parishioners in the vestry room before 
the Service. 
Suddenly he was seen to collapse. Two 
doctors were summoned from Castleblayney, 
but before they arrived the bishop had passed 
away. His remains were taken to Bishops- 
ourt, Clones. : 
Although in his eightieth year, Bishop Day 
enjoyed excellent health, and busied himself 
till the last in the affairs of bis extensive 
diocese. Only a week ago he attended the 
annual meeting of the General Synod of the 
‘burch in Dublin. 
agri. os where he resided. he was held 
in the highest esteem, not only by Charch 
people, but by members of other religious 
communions as well. This Fm was 
demonstrated by the fact that when the news 
of his sudden death became known the bells 
of the various churches, including the Roman 
Catholic Church, were tolled.

MR. BALDWIN ON A 
“FINAL REUNION,” 
MR. : R. McKENNA’S 
SACRIFICE. 


From Ovr Own Corresponpent. 
LONDON, ‘Monday. 

There were nearly 400°member's of the Con- 
servative and Unionist Party present at the 
meeting at the Hotel Cecil, London, to-day, 
including 250 M.P.’s and 80 members of the 
House of Lords. The three ex-Ministers among 
the company—Sir Worthington-Evans, Sir 
Robert Horne and Sir E., Pollock—sat in the 
body of the hall, not on the platform with the 
members of the Government. 

, Colone] Leslie Wilson read a ‘letter from 
Lord Balfour regretting the loss of Mr. Bonar 
Law & services and alluding sympathetically to 
the problems confronting his successor. 

“They are very difficult problems.” wrote 
Lord Balfour, ‘ and the whole party will unite 
in wishing Mr. Baldwin success.’” - 

The first resolution, moved by Lord Derby 
and seconded by Colonel Pretyman, expressed 
the great regret of the party and the country 
at the enforced resignation of Mr. Bonar Law 
and a keen appreciation of his invaluable 
services, 

Lord Derby said that Mr. Bonar Law had 
said in private and to his friends that when 
be took office he gave himself a year. 

A resolution pledging the party to support 
Mr. Baldwin as its leader was proposed by 
Lord Curzov, who referred to the new Prime 
Minister's phenomecal rise. With Mr. Bald- 
win he had had the credit, or the reverse, cf 
being a member of the Coalition- Government, 
and that had given him an opportunity cf 
appreciating Mr. Baldwin’s independence of 
character and unflinching courage It was 
largely Mr. Baldwin’s action and speech 
which gave at the Carlton Club the push to 
a fabric that was - already tottering seven 
months ago. 

‘This is not the time,” exclaimed Lord 
Curzon, ‘for breaches and schisms. Let us 
ali pledge ourselves to close our ranks.”’ 

They had in the House of Commons an 
alert. but disunited Opposition. In time, 
however, the differences in the Opposition 
wonld tend to disappear. Already there 
were signs of incipient flirtation between 
Liberal and Labour, which seemed likely to 
develop into more tender and ardent feelings. 

Touching for a moment on the situation 
abroad, Lord Curzon faid that if Great 
Britain was to play her part the Government 
rust inspire respect. must know its own mind, 
and appreciate its responsibilities. He 
appealed to the party to give Mr. Baldwin its 
full support. Let them show the whole world 
there was a sound Conservative administra- 
tion, able to grapple with the needs of the 
new world. 

The resolution was carried enthusiastically, 
and Mr. Baldwin, in reply, said that he could 
hardly find words to express the gratitude he 
felt towards Lord Curzon íor the manner in 
which he bad proposed his election. The re- 
ception that had bail given to Lord Curzon 
must convince him of the regard in which 
they all held him for the public-spirited con- 
duct which he had shown during the past 
week. There was now a great opportunity 
for their historic party, for to-day they had 
practical unity. 

‘There may be in the Press,’’ exclaimed 
Mr. Baldwin, “ symptoms of a fire burning. 
The fire will die down, and so far as [ am 
concerned there will not be a faggot thrown 
on it.”’ 

No member must do anything which might 
deiay the final reunion, which he was con- 
vinced would be brought about at no very 
distant date. Thev had to carry on Mr. Bonar 
Law’s policy. There must be no break. They 
must adhere closely to the canons of Disraeli. 
One of those canons was that they must not 
allow themselves to forget the welfare of the 
people, industrially and agriculturally. An- 
other of the canons was the development and 
unification of the Empire. 

Problems relating to this would come be- 
fore the country in the autumn. But develop- 
ment would be of slow growth, and if in the 
meantime Europe disintegrated before their 
eyes, nothing could save Great Britain from a 
continuance: of unemployment, which might 
have a reaction among the people, and might 
get. bevond control. 

In these circumstances he had made an 
offer of office to Mr. McKenna on accoant of 
his financial genius. and his wel] known de. 
sire for economy. He was delighted to think 
Mr. McKenna was at once prepared to make 
a sacrifice both of income and of his responsi- 
bilities, to take part in still greater work on 
behalf of his country.

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LORD CURZON’S INTERVIEW 
WITH M. KRASSIN. 


Ovr Dreromatic CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

M. Krassin, the Soviet Commissary for 
Foreign Trade. had a lengthy interview with 
Lord Curzon at the Foreign Office this after- 
noon. | 

As usual, aill official information was 
vigorously refused, but it is understood that 
the conversations dealt principally with the 
question of propaganda, and that M. Krassin 
will now refer to Moscow the explicit demands 
ov which Lord Curzon still takes his stand. 

As regards trawlers’ compensation, in the 
Davison and Stan Harding cases and the 
Weinstein Notes no serious difficulty is be- 
lieved to survive. Bot there remains the very 
categorical declaration in the British Note 
with regard to Soviet propaganda in the East. 

The words used were as follows :—‘‘ Unless 
such acts are repudiated and apologised for, 
and unless the officials who have been respon- 
sible for them are disowned and recalled from 
the scene of their maleficent Jabours. it is 
manifestiv impossible to persevere with an 
agreement which is so one-sided in its opera- 
tion. ’ 

There is not very much room for compro- 
mise there, and unless the Russian Govern- 
ment is ready to transfer the officials in ques- 
tion to another sphere of activity, and replace 
them by successors less ebullient, agreement 
mav still be hard to reach. 

How many such removals Lord Curzon 
stipulates for is not entirely clear, but parti- 
cular reference was made in his Note to the 
Russian Ministers in Persia and Afghanistan, 
to—Nicolai Klishko, Secretary of the Soviet 
Trade Delegation in London, and to M. 
Sokolnikoy, the People’s Commissary for 
Finance. 

It wonld appear that in his. conversation 
with M. Krassin last week, Lord Curzon re- 
ferred pointedly to the cases of the Ministers 
at Teheran and Kabul, and his insistence on 
their removal, has, according to our Moscow 
Correspondent, aroused considerable indigna- 
tion.

THE JURY SYSTEM.

REFORM ADVOCATED AT 
BELFAST INQUIRY. 

The Committee appointed by the Northern 
Government to inquire into the present jury 
system held its first public meeting in Belfast 
yesterday, Lord Justice Andrews, Chairman, 
presiding. 

Sir Robert Mever, Town Clerk of Belfast, 
in evidence, submitted details of the pro- 
cedure followed in preparation of jury lists. 
Names were extracted from the rate hooks 
of such people as were deemed best, qualified, 
in EE is with the terms of a precept, to 
serve as jurors. Some men escaped jury 
service by having their wives rated as occu- 
plers in their stead. He thought that the 
systein of allowing so many challenges was to 
blame for the summoning of so many jurors 
to attend Court. 

Many people were granted exemption who 
should not escape. There was no reason why 
local ofticials or Government employés should 
be exempted. They should be made serve. 
But in the case of two partners in a firm, 
only one should be asked to serve. 

Witness considered a jury of twelve persons 
too large. Half the number would be ample. 

Mr. James Quail, Under Sheriff of Belfast, 
in his evidence, said that with regard to the 
qualification of jurors he would not recom- 
mend the reduction of the valuation of jurors 
in Belfast and Derry. The qualification of 
common jurors should be raised in the 
counties. 

The qualification of special jurors in the 
counties of Antrim and Down, as regarded 
rating qualification for land, should be re- 
duced to £100, and as regarded towns and 
villages, the qualification should be placed at 
£50. The grand jury system for Recorders’ 
Courts, Quarter Sessions, and Commissions 
should be abolished.

In a republic and in a constitutional monarchy 
the people elect the popular House of Repre- 
sentatives, Government, in all its branches— 
legislative, judicial, and executive—will be 
what the people make it. If a Government is 
bad, the people who elected the Government 
majority cannot escape. 

The exercise of the franchise is not merely 
a political act; it has a moral side. It is 
immoral to vote for unworthy. candidates—for 
men who would use their position to en- 
deavour to pass unlawful laws, and it 18 a 
duty incumbent on citizens to exercise the 
franchise. and it is a duty of all citizens to 
give thought to the coming Parliamentary 
election, and when the time comes to sapport 
¢andidates who will be capable of promoting 
the best interests of Cork City and County.

THE INDEMNITY BILL. 
A HALF-HEARTED 
ATTACK, 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


Mr.. Stanley Baldwin enters upon his 
arduous duties as Prime Minister and Leader 
of the Conservative Party under auspices tar 
more favvurable than those prevailing a few 


days ago. That is the genera] judgment on 
the proceedings at the party meeting and in 
the Hóuse of Commons yesterday. ieferring 
to the proceedings in the House, The 7T'imes 
proceeds :—The common memy wero but halt- 
oearted in their attack upon the Jndemnity 
Bill yesterday. They were embarrassed by 
the badness of their case and by the: con- 
sciousness tbat the public know it to be bad. 
lt is quite true that the powers which Mr. 
Bridgeman purported to exercise by arresting 
residents in this country and transporting 
them untried to be interned by a Government 
over which neither he nor Parliament have 


control are capable, on the face of them, of | 


grievous abuse. It is true that 
the illegal and unconstitutional exer- 
cise of these powers exposes all con- 
cerned in such exercise to grievous 
penalties. It is now settled law that in this 
particular case the Home. Secretary did act 
illegally and .unconstitutionally, and thereby 
— himself to these penalties. But 
nobody ever supposed that he acted tyranni- 
cally or in bad faith, or from any motive but 
the preservation of the public satety here and 
in Ireland. The notion of leaving him sub- 
ject to punishment devised to restrain men 
like Clifford or Danby or Clarendon from a 
studied policy of despotism was grotesque. 

Yesterday he maintained that his action, 
in fact, prevented the outbreak of a wide- 
spread and serious conspiracy, and Mr. Lloyd 
George, it will be seen, agreed that such con- 
spiracies existed, and that stern action against 
them was necessary. That action, it is but 
fair to Mr. Bridgeman to remember, was 
taken at the request of the Irish Free State 
Government, and Mr. Bridgeman points out 
that it has strengthened that Government in 
its struggle with the armed rebels. The 
general question, however, whether the 
Executive has the right to seize a resident in 
England and deport him without trial beyond 
the seas, where he will be the prisoner of 
another Government, is a point of substance, 
and of very serious substance. Mr. Bridge- 
man argues that the circumstances were so 
urgent as to render action under the ordinary 
law inadequate. In that case, if the ordinary 
law is insufficient to cope with modern refine- 
ments In conspiracy, there may be a necessity 
to strengthen it, but arbitrary Executive 
action, save in the clearest and most com- 
pelling of emergencies, is not lightly to. be 
excused, 


TRADE BOARDS BILL.

Commenting editorially upon the bill, which 
the Government hope to pass this session, to 
amend and consolidate the law relating to 
Trade Boards, Thc Times observes :—The 
truth is that the Boards have exceeded their 
original purposes, which was to protect 
“ sweated ” workers.

LABOUR MEETING BROKEN UP. 


A public meeting was held at Waterford 
on Saturday evening wgder the auspices of

At another period a man from the audience 
jumped on to the platform, and declaring 
himself a neutral I.R.A. man, slapped his 
pockets, and said that that was all that the 
Labour leaders looked after.

Valera ' everywhere along the gallery, and 
Mr. Jobnson shouted that the policy outlined 
by Jim Larkin. in his recent visit to Water- 
ford, was the policy which the Irish Labour 
Party had preached for the past six months— 
namely, peace by negotiation and understand- 
ing.

1870, which Was CU311- 
tinved all throng latter half of the last 
century, and which is still unfinished. It is 
venth measure of its kind. 

Already, as a result of the operation o! 
previous Land Acts, about 400.000 home 
steads have been set up the property of their 
owuers, a rental of about £7,000.000 has been 
purchased, and about £130,000,000 in Land 
Stock have been issued. These figures repre 
sent a great achievement, and thev are in the 
main the work of the Land Act of 1903. We 
are all the cantives of our times, and for its 
time the Wyndham Act of 1903, whatever its 
limitations, was a great measure. Its founda- 
tions were laid in Jreland by Irishmen—by 
the Conference of 1902. The men who com- 
posed that Conference, and the man who gave 
its findings legislative effect, builded even 
better than they knew. It effected a revolu- 
tion which ranks in importance above every 
other event since the Union until we come to 
revolution which ended with the Treaty 
and the repeal of the Union. : 


70,000 TENANCIES. 


About 70,000 tenancies, with a rental of be 
tween £500.000 and, £1,000,000, still remain 
snpurehased These figures include every 
tenancy, judicial or non-judicial, present or 
future. [ the words “ present” and 
“future "’ in the technical sense. future 
tenancies being the tenancfes created since 
1883, in respect of which the occupiers have 
not the right to go into the Land Conrts. 
We are dealinz, then, with all unpurchased 
tenancies, and when the operations under this 
bill are completed there will not be left, I 
bope, a sincle agricultural tenant or landlord 
in the Free State. There will onlv be owners 
of fee-simple. 

In one sense i! 


Bill 
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is not a big problem. The 
unpurchased tenants are a small minority of 
the tenants vw ho have purchased their hold. 
ings, and a much smaller minority of the total 
population of the country. That is one point 
of view. From oth. r points of view, it is a 
large aud a very difficult problem. As 
[ have said, this is the seventh attempt to 
solve it, and We alt left now to deal with the 
cases whic h, for one reason or another—and 
the reasons are manv— pre 4 Iona Acts have 
failed to satisfy. The normal have 
been succ essfully treated: we are left with the 
difficulties, and we are left to deal with them 
in particularly difficalt times. 
£25,000,000 NEEDED. 

The problem has to be dealt. with at a time 
when we are onlv just emerging from a cloud 
of unreason and wresponsibihty The finances 
and the credit of the nation have been shaken 
by the events of the last twelve months. This 
Land Bill will require for its operations about 
£25,900,000. Almost £50,000,000 in hard cash 
have been thrown away in wanton destruction, 
and it is impossible to compute the sum which 
has been wasted in consequential damage. 

Apart from this, as a result of the European 
War, the State, like all its neighbours, is un- 
able to w money, and consequently to 
lend money on the terms on which money was 
borrowed and lent for the purposes of the 
previous Land Acts. These are some of the 
reasons which tend to make the solution of the 
problem—never at any time easy—unow ex- 
tremely difficult. We recognise, however, that 
these difficulties must he faced and, as far as 
possible, overcome, and we feel that we wil! 
have the co-operation of all parties in the Dail 
and of all men of goodwill in the country in 
the task. 

FAILURE OF CONFERENCE, 

The Dail will recollect that at the recent 
Conference the representatives of the land- 
lords and tenants were unable to agree as to 
price or arrears. ‘The position in regard to 
price can be stated quite simply—it is merely 
a dispute as to amount. The tenants have 
their own way of envisaging the question. 
‘They ask what rednetion shall annuities repre- 
sent as compared with existing rents. They 
have asked for a flat rate reduction, that is, 
that the same reduction should apply to all 
judicial tenancies, first, second, and third. 

This is sound, as far as tenants who have 
had their rents fixed before 1911 are concerned. 
If a tenant who had his rent fixed between 
1881 and 1896 failed to go into Court between 
1896 and 1911, the omission, Í think it is only 
fair to say, was due to the belief that he 
would not get a reduction. Farmers are like 
the rest of us in this, that they are not 
anxious to pay more than their legal liabilities. 

Different considerations, however, apply to 
tenants who have had their rents fixed after 
1911. There are only about 5,000 such tenants 
unpurchased in the whole country. —Practi- 
cally all of these went into Court between 
1911 and 1914, and practically all who went 
in got reductions. Their fellow-tenants failed 
to go into Court before 1914; they could not 
have been expected to foresee the European 
war or its results on prices and profits, and 
from their point of view it was out of the 
question to go into Court after 1914. 

As I have said, there are only about 5,000 
such tenants—a minute proportion of the 
whole. At the same time they have got re- 
ductions as a result of what were really for- 
tuitous circumstances, which their neighbours 
missed, and they cannot, therefore, be placed 
on the same level. 

TENANTS” CLAIMS. 

All unpurchased tenants urge that they are 
entitled to a reduction which will compensate 
them for the fact that they had not purchased 
under the previous Acts, and that hence for a 
period averaging about ten years they have 
been paying rents which are higher than the 
annuities of their more fortunate neighbours. 
There are a number of reasons for their failure 
to purchase. 

In some cases the landlord refused to sell. 
In others the tenants refused to buy on terms 
similar to their neighbours. Land Stock fell 
gradually, and after the outbreak of the 
European war fell rapidly. During that war

The Minister of Finance 
Government (Right Hon. H. 
D.L., M.P.) submitted the annual. financial 
atatement in the Northern House of Commons 
this afternoon. 

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

In his detailed statement, the Minister 
said: We are, perhaps fortunately, relieved of 
any discussions in thie House on the incidence 
and effect of various forms of taxation, and of 
that much-debated question as to whether a 
free trade or protective policy is best suited 
to our general economic conditions. Our 
Southern neighbours have already begun to 
realise the complexity of the problem, and, no 
doubt, before long, we shall hear a great deal 
of this subject from that quarter. Honourable 
members will, of course, have observed the 
reduction in the rate of income tax, etc., and 
the lowered duties on beer, ey in the 
Chancellor's Budget last month. The effect of 
these reductions and the cloud of depression 
still over-shadowing our industries, and the 
establishment of a new Customs frontier 
between Northern and Southern Ireland, all 
introduce elements of speculation into our 
estimates of revenue, which can only be 
resolved a year hence, when we make up our 
accounts. 

My first task is to submit. a short com- 
parison of the out-turn of revenue and 
expenditure with the estimates of the past 
year. The House will remember that I 
calculated that, after providing for our normal 
expenditure, we should be able to contribute a 
sum of £5,940,000 to Imperial eilit 
leaving & ible margin or surplus o 
£69,000. The Joint Exchequer Board 
practically confirmed our estimate of contribu- 
tion, pending a decision on the question of 
determining the liability of the Province. on 
some principle which would automatically fit 
itself into the varying conditions of revenue 
and expenditure from year to year. It will be 
appreciated that, although we had so little 
‘experience to guide us, the results are sur- 
prisingly close to the estimates. - 

SAVINGS ON SERVICES. 

Proceeding, Mr. Pollock reviewed the figures 
in detail, and said that the net saving on 
services financed by our own resources 18, 
thas, £357,000.

The latter amount to £1.996,000, and, 
therefore, the resulting total cost of the ser- 
vices of Northern Ireland were £7,249,000. 
To this must be added our contribution to 
Imperial services, amounting to £5,944,000, 
making a grand total of £15,193,000. I take 
no note of the amount issued to the Road 
Fund, £204,000, financed from the proceeds 
of a special tax on motor vehicles, as the 
sums received are to an equal amount paid 
over to the fund from which they are dis- 
pursed, and the sum of £55,000 expended on 
ublic buildings, but repaid by the Imperial 
Rosunment. It will found that, after 
providing for these liabilities, there remained 
a surplus of £32,000, as against the original 
estimate of £69,000. . ee 

In our special expenditure the principal 
item was £2,690,000, spent on Special Con- 
stabulary, for the finance of which the Im- 
perial Government provided the money. The 
other items are concerned with malicious in- 
juries and unemployment relief, also firanced 
trom Whitehall. The third part of last 
year’s balance is our capital account, by far 
the most important item of which was the 
amount of loans to the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Fund, £972,000. It is only fair to say, 
however, that of this sum £160,000 belong 
to the previous year, so that the actual ad- 
vance during the past year amounted to 
£812,000. cáis last year, as a whole. 
the ontstanding feature of the finances will 
be seen to be the realisation of a surplus. 
While the revenue, for the collection of which 
the Northern Government has pvesponsibility, 
has shown an increase of about #140,000 over 
the Budget estimate, the revenue from the 
taxes under the control of the Imperial 
authorities bas failed to reach expectations 
by as much as £500,000. The realisation 
a a surplus on the first full year of the 
Northern Government’s operations is specially 
significant in view of the oft-repeated asser- 
tions of the state of bankruptcy into which 
Northern Ireland would soon fall once it 
had taken over its own self-government. 

OUTLOOK FOR COMING YEAR. 

Under the head of the Consolidated Fund 
Services a sum of £113,000 is required to pro- 
vide for statutory salaries (Speaker's, etc.), 
£4,380: interest on borrowings, £25,000; and 
Sinking Funds to extinguish terminable 
annuities, etc., £83,000. The increase in this 
estimate 1s accounted for by a larger provision 
for borrowing as well as the increased 
Sinking Fund cost ot Ulster saving certificates 
and land annuities. A considerable propor- 
tion of the expenditure on the services of the 
province is made by the Imperial Authority 


on what are known as reserved = services. 


Most of the items are self-explanatory, but 
honourable members may desire to learn 
that the Royal Irish ulary item of 
£260,000 is our share of the pension scheme 
of the old police force. The Irish Land Com- 
mission item of £266,000 is composed of ad- 
ministrative expenses, the cost of excess stock 
and the bonus. No provision is made in this 
estimate for the future land purchase scheme. 
The question of the cost of these services has 
been, and still is, under the serious considera- 
tion of my department, which is in constant 
negotiation with the Treasury on pwints >f 
detail. The total estimate, therefore, of the 
year's expenditure on the servises of the 
State is £7,697,000. 
THE KEVENUE.

uted experience upon which to work. With 
regard to estate duties, for instance, it must 
be obvious that the revenue from these duties 
is, from ite very nature, ‘subject to wide 
flucthations: which engender caution in fram- 
ing an eáfimate, particularly as the receipts 
Year intluded’a° windfall of 
10,000 from one single estate. Similarly, 
with regard to stamps, there was a single re- 
€eipt o (apap gence £25,000, which must 
regarded as a windfall. With regard to 
excise duties, the main item is the enter- 
tainments duty tax. It will probably be of 
interest to the House to know that our 
Government propose to incorporate a pro- 
vision in the Finance Bill freeing agricultural 
shows from the impost of the entertainments 
tax. This, however, will maké little or no 
difference to the total. revenue ‘from that 


uty. 

The full effects of the reduction in the pro- 
ceeds of licence duties, consequent on the 
passing of the Intoxicatitg Liquor Bill, will 
not be felt this year, but the total reduction 
is estimated at £8,000 a year. Having regard 
to the general conditions of employment— 
which are not peculiar to our own Province, 
but which are world-wide—I have tried to 
avoid ovér-estimating the reveriue from our 
own taxes, although I do not think that the 
decrease which I estimate is likely to arise 
in the current year need be taken as a pessi- 
mistic outlook on our finanees. 

CUSTOMS FRONTIER. 

The establishment of a Customs frontier 
between North and South Ireland introduces 
new conditions affecting our revenue, and, in 
a minor degree perhaps, our expenditure, 
That 
the change will involve both North and 
South in additional cost is inevitable. 
The expense of maintaining Customs stations 
on our side of the border we regard as a 
British charge, and, therefore, that part of 
the arrangement need give us little concern. 
But whilst we fully realise that the change 
will result in considerable inconvenience to 
commercial interests, both North and South, 
it is impossible to state at this early stage of 
the experiment the exact effect on. our 
Customs. revenue: © The Estimates which |] 
have submitted on this: head have been: framed 
by the Imperial Treasury authorities, who 
admit their difficulty.in making accurate fore- 
casts of the yield of Customs. and Excise 
duties in the changed conditions. ' 

Taking, then, the total expenditure of our 
services as £7,697,000, and the total revenue 
which I estimate will be raised to meet this 
expenditure as £12,578,000, we have an avail- 
able balance of £4,681,000 for contribution to 
Imperial services and for Supplementary: Es- 
timates. Before dealing «with the question 
of Impérial contribution, it is necessary for 
mé to make ah explanation of the sum which 
I consider will be necessary. in the year to 
meet further special claims on the Exchequer 
by way of Supplementary Estimates. 

Honourable members are aware that 
ameliorative measures dre foreshadowed in the 
Imperia! Parliament for the relief of agricul- 
ture and for Government assistance to meet 
the abnormal conditions of housing. The 
Conditions in Ulster in regard to agriculture 
are by no means similar to those obtaining 
across the water, and the steps which should 
be taken to give some measure of relief to the 
agricnitural community in these days of serious 
depression is at present under the considera- 
tion of my right hon. friend, the Minister of 
Agriculture. Although it is not possible at 
present to indicate with any degree of cer- 
tainty what relief measures will be adopted, 
my proposals will be submitted to the ~ ráit 
when the various schemes now under con- 
sideration have been fully explored. 

The present provision in the Estimates íon 
housing grants to local authorities amounts to 
a sum of £27,500, apart from the sum of 
£16,470 provided by way of relief to Rural 
District Councils under the Acts relating to 
labourers’ cottages; but this Jatter expenditure 
is in a category by itself, and does riot need 
any particular comment. As regards the 
£27,500, this sum is almost entirely required 
to meet the subsidy payable to the Belfast 
Corporation in respect. of housing schemes 
under the Housing (Ireland) Act, 1919, the 
subsidy being based on a figure not.exceeding 
25s. for each £1 of rent actually collected. 

Arising out of a question recently put, I 
stated in this House that the Ministry of 
Finance would be prepared to consider pro- 
posals to get rid of this liability by means 
of a cash payment, the loss on the sales of the 
houses being borne both By the Government 
and the Corporation, On the assumption that 
some such course will be adopted helore the 
close of the financial year, [ have made suit- 
able provision in my capital Budget for such a 
commutation scheme, my intention being that 
the Government shall raise the money to pay 
the Corporation the Government’s share of 
the loss by means of borrowings on capital 
account, to be repaid by a _ terminable 
annuity, chargeable annually on the votes. 
[ anticipate, however, that this will not 
be my only liability in respect of housing 
subsidies for the current Year. Although 
our Government has not come to any fina! 
decision in the matter, it seems evident that 
some further measure of assistance, possibly 
on the lines of the English bill now before 
the Imperial House of Commons, the out- 
standing feature of which is a subsidy not ex- 
ceeding £6 a year per house for a period of 
wwenty years, may have to be made in Nor- 
thern Ireland, and I have, accordingly, made 
soine provision under this head in my item 
for supplementary estimates. 

EAPENDITURE ON EDUCATION. 

Hon. members may inquire whether I have 
made provision in this year’s budget for any 
special expenses which may arise in the event 
of the Education Bill becoming law at an 
early date. To this I would reply shat the 
machinery set up by. the bill cannot in the 
main become operative until a considerable 
period has elapsed. The transference of 
elementary echools.to local authorities and 
the time occupied in working out the 
numerons details will be considerable. i 
anticipate, therefore, that during the present 
financial year very little more than the normal 
assistance hitherto given to local authorities 
tor educational purposes will be required. For 
this I hate made provision in the Estimates. 

Some increased expenditure, however, over 
and above the provision now made in the 
votes of the Ministry of Education may be 
incurred ‘in ‘implementing the nndertaking 
| given by the noble Marquis, that in the case 
of teachers in secondary schools such Govern- 
ment assistance as would be given in “sup- 
plementing their exigionus salaries would 
materialise in the present financial year. Pro- 
vision for an “ih¢reise in the staff of the 
Ministry may also have to be made, end for 
these two purposes I propose to include a 
sum in the Supplementary Estimates. 

The only other educational matter on which 
[ need comment is the provision of a college 
and hostel for the training of nationa] school 
teachers. I lave included a sum of £23,000 
in the Estimates for the preliminary part of 
the work, thé whole cost of which will be 
considerable, and will, I hope, be recoverable 
from the Imperial authornty. The provision 
I have made for Supplementary Estimates in 
connection with these services is a sum of 
£225,000. Deducting this figure from the 
total of £4.681,000, it will be seen that there 
is a sum of $4,456,000 available as our Im- 
perial contribution. 

The. principal item of expendityre|in the 
special department is that of the Special Con- 
stabulary, the provision for which is not such 
as might be expected in normal times; but 
stil] continues a necessary part of the defence 
forces of the State. “The estimated cost 
of the torce for this year is £1,580,000, of 
which the Imperial Government has agreed 
to contribute £1,500,000.. (Hear, hear.) Thus 
£30,000 must be borne on our own votes, and 
appears under its own head in our “‘ normal ”’ 
Budget. It will be noted that the reduction 
in this estimate as compared with last year’s 
sxpendltate exceeds one million pounds. (Hear, 
ear.) _ 

The additional items in the Special Depart- 
ment are the provision of £750,000 as the 
second instalment of the grant from the Im- 
perial Government for malicious injuries, and 
a further vote of £200,000 as part of the un- 
employment relief grant of {000 to be 
administered by the Ministry of Labour. 

The third department of my financial state- 
ment deals with capital undertakings, which 
are not expected to impose any liability on 
the State. Theso undertakings are mainly 
concerned with the borrowing of funds to be 
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The outlook of flax-growing in Ireland and 
the possibilities of the development of the 
manufacture of industrial alcohol from 
potatoes and sugar from beetroot, were sub- 
jects dealt with by Dr, J. H. Hincheliffe, of 
the Department of Agriculture, in evidence 
at yesterday's sittiri® of the Commission on 
Agriculture in Dublin, Professor Drew pre- 
siding. 

Dr. Hinchcliffe said that there should be a 
big increase this year in the area under flax 
in the Free State. There had been a great 
reduction since 1918, mainly due to the 
ms of high prices in the linen trade hein 
ollowed by depreasion, But reporta to han 
showed that there would be an increase of 
50 per cent. in flax-growing in certain areas, 
amongst them West Cork, where there was 
a big increase in the flax acreage. In 
witness's Opinion, there was a poor outleok 
for the flax crop in the immediate future. 

Dealing with the distillation of industrial 
alcohol trom potatoes, etc., Dr. Hinchcliffe 
said that he was not very hopeful. Just at 
present such alcohol oould not sell at a re- 
munerative price for any interests concerned 
in its manufacture. As to the employment 
afforded in a distillery manufacturing euch 
spirit, the witness said that in a rman 
plant a staff of five men was sufficient to deal 
with 24,000 tons óf potatoes, over a period of 
four months. 

The witness was not sanguine either as to 
the manufacture of farina, or etarch, from 
potatoes, although this was an important in- 
dustry in Holland and Germany. The Irish 
manufactured article could not hope to com- 

ete with the product of Continental factories. 

he same would apply to glucose, 


SUGAR FROM IRISH BEET. 

As to the possibilities of the manufacture 
of sugar from Irish-grown beet, witness said 
that to keep a factory going 10,000 acres 
would have to be kept under beet ctltiva- 
tion, so as to. maintain an annual supply of 
40,000 tons of beet, which was the minimum 
limit that a factory could work with ‘and 
show a profit. Bub he did not think that, 
if the industry were attempted, even so high 
a price as 18s, a ton for sugar beet would 
induce farmers to abandon turnip or mangold 
growing in its favour. : 

A factory to handle the produce of 5,000 
acres of sugar beet wonld cost £250,000. 
Skilled workers, such as chemists, in addition 
to the semi-skilled and unskilled workers, 
would need to be employed. In England the 
remission of Excise duty on sugar grown and 
manufactured there was equivalent to a sub- 
sidy of 50s. per ton on sugar beet; but there 
the factory owners not. pay a price 
for sugar beet which would induce farmers 
to grow beet, unless they received from the 
State preferential treatment over their foreign 
competitors, or unless a subsidy was granted. 
This would be the case also if the beet sugar 
industry were established in Ireland. 

It was for strategical and political reasons 
that the growing of sugar beet and the manu- 
facture of industrial alcohol were encouraged 
in England and Continental countries, just 
as was the case with wheat-growing during 
the war.

CAPITAL INCREASED. 


An extraordinary general meeting of Arthur 
Guinness, Son and Co., Ltd., was held at

CAPITAL BUDGET. 

As I have just indicated, provision has been 
made in the Budget for capital loans to local 
authorities, and for other analogous purposes, 
amcunting to a sum of £300,000. Last year a 
sum of £50,000 was provided, and the actual 
expenditure only amounted to £14,000. The 
present figure of £300,000 is largely conjec- 
tural, and if | were merely to ae provision 
for loans to which the Exchequer Is definitely 
committed at the present date a sum of 
£50,000 would suffice. But I am aware that 
in carrying out schemes in respect of which 
erants have been received from the Unemploy- 
ment Relief Committee a number of local 
authorities intend to avail themselves of 
horrowings from the Government in order to 
raiss the monev required to meet the consider- 
able expenditure on such works, for which 
they themselves remain responsible. In addi- 
tion, I anticipate that before the year is 
closed borough and urban councils may have 
embarked upon extensive schemes of house 
construction for the working classes, and I, 
therefore, consider it right to make a fairly 
liberal provision in this respect. 

Proceeding, Mr. Pollock said that the Ulster 
Saving Certificates had enabled advances to 
b> made to local authorities, but it might be 
necessary to consider the flotation of a stock 
ccrresponding to the Local Loans Stock. The 
financing of advances to the Unemployed 
Fund, which are in the nature of short term 
loans, could very properly be left to the sale 
of short-dated securities as saving certificates. 

Concluding, Mr, Pollock said:—I have 
shown that, after providing our actual gecessi- 
ties for the year, there should remain a sum 
of £4,456,000 to make good our Imperial con- 
tribution and to furnish us with such a sur- 
plus as will enable us to carry out measures 
of education and social welfare which have 
suffered by neglect in the past. 

THE IMPERIAL CONTRIBUTION. 

Mr. R. J. Lynn said that the Northern 
Parliament was only responsible for raising

Alderman Duff pointed out that the amount 
budgetted for payment of malicious injuries 
only dealt with claims received before January 
14, 1923, although since that date claims for 
over four millions were received for damage 
done subsequent to that date, not a nice out- 
look for the ratepayers. The Prime Minister 
and the Minister of Finance should see if they 
could get. an additional special grant from the 
Imperial Parliament to relieve that enormous 
burden. The time had not yet atrivéed when 
they could go in for expenditure on legislative 
veforms in the six counties. 

Mr. 8. McGuffin suggested that the motor 
tax*should be on the amount of fuel consumed 
rather than on power. He appealed for the 
repeal of the entertainment tax. 

Sir Crawford McCullagh said that a subsidy 
for. private builders would go a long way to- 
wards.solving the housing question.

MINISTERS EXPLAIN. 


ADDRESSES AT DUBLIN 
MEETING. 


A meeting, under the auspices of the North 
Dublin Constituency Committee, Cumann na 
nGaedheal, was held at the Ierne Hall. 
Rutland square, Dublin, last night, Councillor 
Mahon presiding. 

The Chairman stated that the meeting had 
been called for the purpose of organising in 
every ward of the North Dublin Constituency 
branches of Cumann na nGaedheal to 
support the men who had shouldered the 
country’s responsibilities during the past year, 

General Mulcahy, Minister of Defence, 
seat g for a sensible outlook on the future. 
Saying that the people would have to face 
their financial problems firmly and squarely, 
he affirmed that the Irish people should not 
go to outsiders to borrow money from them, but 
should see that the £25,000,000 that the Irish 
Government needed was loaned by the Irish 
people. Ireland must set out to be her own 
producer and provider. 

They were at a period in history when 
Irishmen became divided amongst themselves. 
On both sides of the conflicé it was known 
that the fighting had ended with very little 
bitterness compared with the  bitter- 
ness that might have been expected. 
There was one counsel of perfection that the 
opponents of the Government could have given 
immediately after Liam Deasy sized up 
the situation for himself, namely—they could 
have said: ‘‘ You have taken the wrong turn- 
ing.’ They could have thrown down their 
arms. The country would have admired their 
action, 

“STRONG ACTION.” 

Proceeding, he said that the Government 
had had to take strong action, and any Go- 
vernment would have t& take stern measures 
against people in arms against its authority. 
The destruction which had been brought into 
the country was at an end now, but they were 
still going to have the old scares about Kings 
and oaths. i 

Mr. Kevin O'Higeins. Minister for Home 
Affairs, hoped that the people would concen- 
trate upon the upbuilding of the nation. The 
salvation of Ireland Jay in construction rather 
than in destruction; in evolution rather than 
in revolution. There was nothing to stop 
them from bnilding up the nation from 
within ; if they failed, the fault would lie with 
themselves. All power in Ireland lav in the 
hands of the Irish people, the making of the 
laws and the handling of finance, and nobody 
would step in from outside to interfere. 

That day in the Dail the Minister for Agri- 
culture moved the first reading of his Land 
Bill, and it might be that within a few 
weeks they would be able to see 
a settlement of the land question, ‘so fruitful 
a source of trouble in Ireland. 

“UNITY OF PURPOSE.” 

There was no reason why they should not 
have unity of purpose in the task of building 
up the nation, and no reason why they should 
be split into two classes. All should obey 
the law, and if the law was wrong their 
Parliament was there to deal with it. 
Whether the law was right or wrong the 
hand of the State must be stronger than any 
individual s. í 

There would be an election, probably within 
the next four or five months. They were 
asking the people to realise that it would 
have been easier for them to have left un- 
done the stern things, the unpopular things. 
They had to do many things within the past 
year that were unpopular, but which they did 
because they believed that they were neces- 
sary, and they had no particular apology to 
offer for the doing of any of them. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that the organisation of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal had been formed for 
the purpose of returning members to the Dail 
at the next election. They could’ not 
dissociate themselves from taking their share 
of responsibility in the onerous ‘work of Go- 
vernment, and the suppression of crime. 

The speaker considered that without their 
language nothing would avail: Within the 
lifetime of the next Parliament, he said, 
the fate of the language would be decided. 
It had not been possible for the Gaelic League, 
withont the aid of Governmental powers, to 
stay the decay of the language. 

Mr. Francis O'Reilly and Mr. 
O'Dwyer, M.P. also spoke.

The Dublin Courts re-open to-morrow after 
the Whitsuntide recess of two weeks. The por- 
tents are all in favour of plenty of work for 
judges and lawyers generally—work which has 
been steadily — g in volume since the 
Dublin Castle has become the home of the 
Supreme Court at the beginning of the Easter 


erm, 

Until the Judiciary Committee, “which is 
chairmanship of Lord 
Glenavy, have furnished their report to the 
Government as to the reforms which are to 
be made in the Judiciary system of the Free 
State, and until the Government have em- 
bodied the recommendations of that Com- 
mittee in a legal enactment there will be no 
change in the legal personned of the Bench. 
There is much speculation in legal circles as 
t» the extent and nature of the Committee’s 
report. -It is expected, for one thing, that 
the jurisdiction of the County Court judges 
will be enlarged and extended, so that they 
can deal with a clasé of cases that had not 
hitherto been within the scope of their juris- 
diction.° 

This would reduce the volume of business 
in the High Courts in Dublin, and it would 
have the effect of speeding trials of suits 
which under existing conditions are often 
long pending; it would probably cheapen 
the cost of litigation, and would ease the de- 
mand made upon the Dublin jurors. 

The judges are not going on circuit and no 
Assizes will be held hen Em the twenty-six 
counties this summer. This arrangement will 
leave the judges more time for the trial of 
the substantial lists of cases which will come 
before them in Dublin. ‘There are already 
close on thirty jury cases entered, seven non- 
jury cases, and half a dozen appeals. 

Perhaps the case in which most general in- 
terest is being taken is the suit in which the 
widow of the late Mr. Croker seeks to prove 
his will, and in which Mr. Croker’s eldest son 
endeavours to set the instrument aside. The 
trial will open to-morrow before the Lord 
Chief Justice and a special jury, and may 
occupy several days, as some witnesses from 
America will be examined. Sporting men will 
follow with some interest the further progress 
of the suit of Cole v. McLarnon, which is an 
action for the recovery of £1,729 arising out 
of betting transactions. 

The Chancery Court list is abont normal, 
and there are fourteen cases for hearing in 
the Court of Appeal.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The Prime Minister, in moving the second 
reading of the Indemnity Bill, in the House 
of Commons this afternoon, made a brief state- 
ment. He told the House that, so far as com- 
pensation was concerned, eli legal claims 
would be barred by the Indemnity Bill. The 
Government had, therefore; decided to receive 
claims in respect of any actual expense or 
direct loss sustained by any of the deportees 
in consequence of their arrest and deportation 
to Ireland. Disputed claims would be re- 
ferred to some impartiat person of judicial 
experience for adjustment. . 

A small ex committee is to be set up, 
with a judicial chairman, to consider the 
regulations made under the Restoration of 
Order (Ireland) Act, 1920, in order to advise 
as to the amendment or cancellation of any of 
the regulations. | 

When the Home Secretary rose to make an 
explanatory statement he was welcomed with 
encouraging applause from the Conservatives. 
His speech was interrupted by discussions 
on points of order, after which he went on 
to maintain that the arrests and deportations 
enabled the Free State Government to turn 
the tide against the Republicans and gain the 
ascendancy in Ireland. These were not 
normal times. A state of war was going on 


in . 

Having made his statement, Mr. Bridgeman 
withdrew from the House, saying that he 
could not be present while his conduct was 
discussed. | i 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was not disposed to 
grant the Home Secretary the indemnity he 
asked for. Even & Jayman, he said, must 
have doubted the legality of the order for 
deportation, and Mr. Bridgeman, and all 
those concerned with this business, ought not 
to escape the consequence of their action. He, 
accordingly, moved the rejection of the Bill. 

Mr. Lloyd George took a different view. 
He was satisfied that the Home Secretary had 
acted perfectly bona-fide; but, having said so 
much, he thought that the Government 
might have adopted a different course with 
regard to the deportees, who had suffered by 
what was now clearly established was an 
illegal action. There was in this case a funda- 
mental principle at stake, and he suggested 
that a clause should be inserted in the Bill 
which would permit of the deportees, within 
a limited period of time, putting forward 
their legal claims for compensation beiore 4 
specially appointed judicial] tribanal. 

Sir John Simon’s criticism was directed not 
so much to the action of the Home 
Secretary as to the view taken by the Govern- 
ment of the rights and liberties of the subject. 
There was, he said, the really important 
principle involved which was not met by an act 
of indemnity, though he agreed that it would 
be ridiculous to impose upon the Home Secre 
tary the pains and penalties provided by 
archaic Acts of Parliament. 

The new Lord Privy Seal, Lord Robert 
Cecil, made a spiri reply to the hon. 
members opposite, who desired to see the 
Home Secretary in the dock for his misdeeds. 
No one, said Lord Robert, holding the re- 
sponsible position of his right hon. friend 
could have acted otherwise than he did, and 
he characterised as avsurd the motion . at 
Mr. Bridgeman was actuated by other than 
the highest of motives. 

Still, in the light of the judgment of the 
Court of Appeal, the Government had no 
desire to shirk their responsibilities, and they 
were quite willing to insert in the bill a 
clause which would secure to the deportees 
such compensation as, broadly speaking, they 
would be entitled to recover in an ordinary 
court of law.

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DUBLIN VOTERS’ 


REVISION UNDER IRISH 
ACT. 


LARGELY-INCREASED 
REGISTER. 


——— 


fhe revision of the Voters’ Lists of the City 
and the County of Dublin was dpened at 
Green street Courthouse yesterday, when the 
Glasnevin, Drumcondra, South Dock, and 
Trinity Wards were dealt with. Sir George 
Fottrell, K.C.B., Registration Officer, revised 
the city lists, a Mr. James Cawley, 
barrister, Assistant Registration Officer, the 
county lists. — 

In submitting the electors’ lists for revision, 
the Town Clerk pointed out that the utmost 
care had been taken by the staff and the 
Department to ensure that the lists of voters, 
\so far as was humanly possible, should be 

ynplete and accurate. A very exhaustive 
‘house-to-house bheas had been conducted 
bv an experienced staff, and, as a further 
precaution, forms were laid down in every 


case. | 

The total number of Parliamentary voters 
in the present lists showed an increase of 
35,000 over the last Register, and the muni- 
cipal voters showed an increase of 6,300. The 
comparatively small number of claims and 
objections received—2,600 and 159. respec- 
tively—might be regarded as a tribute to the 
thoroughness of the manner in which the lists 
had been prepared, and he believed that the 
task of revising the lists would be found, 
notwithstanding the large increase in the 
number of electors, to be a comparatively 
simple one. 

LEGISLATIVE CHANGES. 

Sir George Fottrell, in opening the pro- 
ceedings, said that they were now revising 
the lists under the Act of the Irish Parlia- 
ment; and the legislation effected by it had 
not in any way brought back any of the old 
complexities;. but, on the contrary, had 
simplified the Act of 1918. si Article 14 of 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State, 
passed in October, 1922, it was enacted that 
all citizens of both sexes of Saorstat Eireann 
who had reached the age of 21 years, and 
had complied with the electoral laws, had 
the right to vote at the elections to the Dail; 
and that all those who had reached the age 
of 30 years, subject to the same electoral 
qualifications, were entitléd to vote in elec- 
tions to the Seanad. No voter could exercise 
more than one vote, and voting was by 
simple ballot. 

Following that Act another was passed on 
the 12th of April, 1925, in which one section 
provided that every person, without distinc- 
tion of sex, who had reached the age of 21, 
should be registered only once (a) in the con- 
stituency in which he resided, or (b) in 
respect of his business premises. The better 
course to adopt was to register the vote in 
every case in respect of the residence of the 
voter, but the law gave liberty to the voter 
to choose to be registered in respect of his 
business premises, but only in substitution 
for his residential vote. 

The claims from the County of Dublin 
amounted, roughly, to 2,000, and those from 
the City of Dublin amounted to about 2,600. 
When the officers these claims and com- 
pared them with the lists, they found, after 
a careful survey, that a large proportion of 
these claimants were under the belief that 
they had no votes, whereas in point of fact 
their names already had been entered on the 
election lists.

A FARMER’S VIEWS. 
WISHES THE BILL SUCCEsS. 


Mr. Wilson (Farmers) said that in the ab- 
sence of the measure which was foreshadowed 
and which was of a very comprehensive 
character, he was not prepared’ to give a 
definite opinion om the bill, but so far as 
te i“ Th te.

r. Sears expressed his appreciatio 
courageous manner in which the Minister bal 
faced this question, and complimented him 
on the clear statement that he had made on 
the bill so far. He thought that as far as 
the landlords were concerned, the Minister 
had gone as far as he could, and as far as 
justice would allow him to go. He thought 
that the actions of those men in the past put 
them out of court so far as any claim which 
they might have for consideration by that 
Parliament was concerned. 

He thought that the landlords should have 
accepted the Wyndham Act—a Land Act of 
the Tory Government—which gave them as 
much as they could expect, iad that, the bill 
as passed in the House of Lords should have 
been good enough íor them. But, they did 
not, accept that, though appeals were made 
to them for the sake of national peace and 
goodwill to come in and accept its terms, 
they held out for their full pound of flesh. 

[hese men were “ Die Hards”’ of the “' old 
Brigade,” but nevertheless he thought it was 
fair to themselves and to the nation that the 
landlords should get the terms that the 
Minister proposed. Perhaps it was fitting 
that they should have held out until a national! 
Parliament had to deal with the last remnants 
of Irish landlordism, and put an end to a 
system that was a curse to the country. 

The part of the bill that he was most in- 
terested in was that which dealt with the 
congested area. In the West of Ireland 
there were little holdings, of which it would 
take four or five to make a decent farm, and 
it was not possible for a tenant to make a 
reasonable living on such a holding. The 
fact that they did not avail themselves of 
the labour market in America during all these 
years showed. the powerful grip that these 
peoples’ native place had on them. 

A MESSAGE OF HOPE. 

Mr. Balfour pointed out the conditions 
under which these people lived thirty years 
ago, but the British Government never ap- 
plied the remedy. Perhaps, it was only a 
home Government that could apply the 
remedy. These people had no hope in the 
past, but the announcement that all un- 
tenanted land would become the property of 
the State on a certain date would give a 
message of hope to tenants in the West, who 
had seen bullocks grazing on ranches when 
they themselves were starving. 

e was sure that f*arliament would give 
the Minister all the help in its power, and if 
the Dail carried through the bill it would 
have done good work. Those tenants of small 
holdings would now have, an opportunity of 
acquiring larger holdings, and if they were 
giveú a fair chance they would justify the 
State’s experiment, and he was sure that they 
would repay any expenditure inearred ia their 
cases. 

Mr. Doyle said that he did not think that 
any party could offer a very definite opinion 
on the bill until it was laid before the House.

Mr, Kevin O'Higgins said that he did not

It was mor lo 
that there were many grave problems to be 
dealt with; but it was right to deal with those 
problems which they had claimed the right to 
deal with back through the centuries. and 
people should learn quickly to look to Parlia- 
ment to deal with them.’

Mr. Johnson said that he was not going to 
admit any right to compensation for compul- 
sory purchase to any landlord who was simply 
a rent receiver. It might be desirable and 
convenient, and expedient above all, to 
secure a man, who had been living upon 
promises that had been made and practices 
that had been carried through and assented 
to by the people, and who had a fair right 
to expect it, a certain income for certain 
legal rights. HH might be expedient to ac- 
knowledge that for a period of years, but it 
was entirely a matter of expediency, and not 
a matter of right. 

He thought that it should be understood 
that that should be made the common thought 
of the country that rights to property were 
conditioned by the amount of personal service 
given in the use of that property. 


TRINITY COLLEGE’S POSITION, 

Professor Thrift said that although the mea- 
sure would be an inestimable boon to the 
country, it would make certain institutions, 
as well as individuals, suffer.

CENSORSHIP OF FILMR. 


On the Report Stage of the Censorship of 
Films Bill,, Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for 
Home Affairs, said that he had endeavoured 
to meet certain criticisms of the measure 
that had impressed him during the Com- 
mittee Stage.

ROADS ADVISORY BOARD. 


Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., asked the Minister 
for Local Government what steps had been 
taken to appoint a Roads Advisory Com- 
mittee, as required by Section 22 of the Trans- 
port Act of 1919, and a panel of experts, as 
required by Section 23 (1) of the Act. 

Mr. Blythe said that a Roads Advisory 
Committee would be set up, and he had ad- 
dressed the various interests concerned, asking 
them to submit such representations as they 
might consider necessary with regard to the 
constitution of the Committee which it was 
proposed to appoint. Section 23 appeared to 
relate primarily to transport other than road 
transport, so that it would be seen that the 
appointment of the panel of experts referred 
to was one for the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce. | 

In reply to a further question by Mr, Fitz- 
Gibbon, the Minsiter said that it was not 
proposed to introduce immediate legislation 
affecting the Ministry of Transport Act, 
1919. The deputy might be assured that all 
the interests concerned would be afforded 
adequate opportunity to express their views 
when amending legislation was under con- 
sideration. 


ANOTHER COMPENSATION BILL. 


In reply to Mr. O’Shannon, General Mulcahy 
said that a bill dealing with compensation for 
Irish combatants killed or disabled during the 
Anglo-Irish war was under consideration in 
the Ministry of Finance for some.time. He 
hoped to be able to introduce it in the course 
of a fortnight. 

TO-DAY’S BUSINESS. 

The principal business in the Dail to-day 
will be the introduction of the Increase of 
Rent and Mortgage Interest (Restriction) Bill.

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GREAT HYMNISTS. 
a oa 
TRINITY MEN WHOSE WORKS 
WILL NEVER DIE. 


Preaching in the Chapel of Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday, in commemoration of 
Trinity College hymn-writers, Canon D. F. R. 
Wilson, M.A., said that one could not fail to 
notice that hymns had been written by all 
sorts of persons except poets. Some great 
hymns were like those national melodies which 
no master hand could improve, which seemed 
to have sprung perfect from. the heart of 
man. 

Amongst the hymn-writers of the University 
of Dublin were two whose hymns stood first 
among the greatest. These men, who might 
be taken as representative of the 17th, 18th, 
and 19th centuries, were not great poets, but 
some verses they wrote had made a wider 
appeal than anything the greatest poet had 
produced. 

Until modern times, hymns were a com- 
paratively recent introduction in the English 
Service. As is still the case with Scottish 
congregations, nothing was permitted but the 
Psalms in English metre. William III. had 
been but a few years on the Throne when a 
new metrical version of the Psalms was made 
by two men, Nahum Tate and Nicholas Brady, 
both of whom were graduates of the Univer- 
sity of Dublin. 

Nahum Tate was born in Dublin in 1652, 
and entered Trinity College as a scholar in 
1668. On the death of Shodwell, Tate, who 
had addressed several loyal poems to King 
William, was appointed Poet Laureate. He 
was, in the political phrase of the day, “‘ an 
honest man.” But it was as author of a 
metrical version of the Psalms that they were 
now considering him. 

Tate’s co-adjutor, Nicholas Brady, was 
born at Bandon, educated at Westminster 
School, and graduated from Dublin Univer- 
sity in 1685. He was a Canon of Cork, and 
afterwards Rector of Stratfard-on-Avon. 
Three times during the Williamite wars he 
saved Bandon from burning, and he received 
from Dublin University the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity for his political services. 

Tate and Brady’s Psalms were the hymns 
of the people for 150 years, and they had the 
merit of giving to succeeding English hymns 
a grave and sober expression, which made the 
best of their hymns supreme in the world. 
Tate wrote one hymn which had a most en- 
during popularity, which was the carol, 
“While shepherds watched their flocks by 
night.” This had been in common use for 
two centuries and yet no verse had been 
changed, no word altered by any editor. 

Augustus Montagu Toplady, born at 
Farnham, Surrey, in 1740, graduated at 
Dublin University in 1760, and was ordained 
priest at the age of 22. He was the author 
of “Rock of Ages,” a hymn that would 
never cease to be sung. 

The author of ‘*Abide with Me,” Henry 
Francis Lyte, was decended from an historic 
Somerset family. He entered Trinity and 
three times geined the rize ar 
English poetry. A fellow scholar “with 
him was Charles Wolfe, the author of 
“ The © Burial of Sir John Moore.” 
A beautiful hymn, “ Long did I toil and found 
no earthly rest,” was adapted by Lyte from 
Francis Quarles. Lyte published in 1834 
“The Spirit of the Psalms,” from which they 
ot the most successful paraphrase of Psalm 
fo3 yet written. ee 

Amongst other sons of that University who 
had made a lasting contribution to their 
hymnary were Thomas Kelly, Frederick Whit- 
field, Richard Frederick Littledale, Thomas 
Benson Pollock, John Samuel Bewley Monsell, 
and Archbishop Plunket,

ITS EFFECT ON THE 
CHURCH OF IRELAND. 
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LOSS TO THE COUNTRY, 
a Caen 3 


The annual meeting of the Dublin Diocesan 
Synod was held yesterday in the Synod. Hall, 
Christehurch place, Dublin. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
nominated Lord Glenavy as his Assessor. 

THE DEATHS OF TWO BISHOPS. 

The Archbishop, before beginning his 
address to the Synod, said that he saan 2 like 
to take that, the earliest opportunity, of 
expressing the deep sense of loss felt by 
them at the death of Dr. Ross, the Bishop 
sf Tuam, the breadth of whose outlook might 
be judged from the fact that, while he had 
spent. all his. ministerial life in parishes in 
Ulster, he took up his work as ‘bishop in 
Connaught without one backward look, and 
it such a spirit that, whatever his private 
sympathies might have been, no one would 
ever have guessed that he had interests’ else- 
where than where his work lay. He had 
known the Bishop of Tuam yell, and he 
could say that he had never known a man of 
such resolute devotion to duty or more 
reality of religion. The Church mourned 
with the Diocese of Tuam for one who had 
shown himself so strong and thorough in his 
administration. 
felt by many clergy in that diocese and 
throughout Ireland, to whom he had en- 
deared himself at the yearly peetresher 
courses. 

Within the last few minutes he had. beard 
of another loss, and that was the loss of one 
who, for many years, was a member of that 
Synod—the Bishop of Clogher, who was 
with them at the General Synod not more 
than a fortnight ago. He thought that they 
owed a great debt to the Bishop of Clogher 
for his work in connection with ‘‘ Fifty Years 
of Disestablishment,’’ which would be a 
memorial to him. 

_ Lord Glenavy ‘said that he felt certain that 
it was the wish of the lay members of the 
Synod that they should be associated with 
the expression of sorrow and regret that had 
fallen from the lips of His Grace on this 
dual loss that their Church had sustained. 
It had touched him very deeply, because 
throughout the bishopric, both of the late 
Bishop of Tuam and the Bishop of Clogher, 
he had the honour to act as Chancellor of 
the diocese. Both were singularly alike in 
character—marked with an extraordinary 
amount of modesty and of retiring disposi- 
tion, and in the case of each their death was 
® serious loss to the Church, and their places 
would be hard to fill. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, in the course of his address 
to the Synod, said that they had met again 
after a year which had left its mark engraved 
deeply on the face of their city, a year in 
which one of their own ehurches- had perished 
in the flames, and several others had suffered 
greater or less damage 'in the course of civic 
disturbance. It would be misleading if he 
was to suggest that the Church of Ireland 
in that diocese had not been hit hard by the 
events and tendencies of the past vear. 
Burnings, shootings, and various forms of in- 
timidation had | produced their effect, and 
certain of those who were not kept in Ire- 
land by anything but choice had. not un. 
naturally, resolved to seek security else- 
where. He did not believe that it had yet 
been realised by those who were interested 
In, what went on under the ambiguous name 
ot the “ national movement ” that the out- 
liow from Ireland of the leisured classes was 
the outflow of political taxpayers—to put the 
matter at its lowest, and that, althongh they 
might not be, technically, ‘‘ producers,”’ yet 
thev were employers of labour and consumers 
04 local produce and spenders of money in 
ireland. The loss of such was real loss to 
Ireland, and a loss more readily brought 
about than repaired. He did not suggest 
that all of their communion who had moved 
elsewhere from that diocese had had to do 
so, but they left in many cases because they 
wanted security and tranquillity, and they 
could not be sure of it here; others, again, 
in various walks of life were forced to go, 
and their number was not.small. He men- 
tioned these things because they ought ‘to re- 
fuse to ignore facts. On the other hand, let 
them not ignore this fact, that there were 
very large numbers of them still here, and 
that very large numbers of them went abont 
their affairs just as they used to do. | 

The past year had been one of acute un- 
settlement, and, now that there seemed reason 
to hope that the era of force was making 
room for that of law, they must exercise 
patience, and give time for those who now 
legislated for them to show what was their 
Skill in legislation, and, much more im- 
portant, in administration. A political 
minority might not be permitted to give 
much active help, but at least they might 
wish them well in what could not but be a 
difficult task. . The Ireland that they lived 
in was the common concern of all who lived 
in it; it was to the interest of all of them 
that things should go well, by whomsoever 
the lawful Government might be carried on, 
and, therefore, he said that the prayers and 
good wishes of the members of their Church 
sbould be with their rulers. 

MEN FOR THE MINISTRY. 
The President went on to refer to the death 


of the Rev. R. G. Proctor, Incumbent of St. 


Jude 's, and to the death of Messrs. F. G. 
Coldwell, W. H. Dixon, A. F. Ferrier, Fane 
Vernon, and Dr. J. M. Colles, and then 
commented on the report of the Diocesan 
Couricil. He believed that really valuable 
results had emerged already from the labours 


of the Commission for the Union of Parishes 


and the Council, and that the diocese would 
not be seriously weakened or its efficiency 
substantially impaired by any of the changes 
which had been ageeed upon. 

Speaking on the subject of the supply of 
men for the ministry of the Church, the 
President said that this question was equally 
vital with that of religious education, and 


yet one that was regarded with the equanimity 


of indifference by most of their lay people. 
There was not one of the larger religious 
bodies which did not have to deplore the 


lack of candidates for tie ministry. A Church 


that was in a really healthy condition of 
vitality would not have to make such a com- 
plaint. If religion were an integral part of 
their life, and not merely a side issue, the 
ministry would a profession to which 


naturally a certain proportion of young men 
would turn. 


He was anxious that the laity 
should reeognise that this was a layman's 
question, and one the solution of which would 
have to be provided in the homes. of their 
lay folk. They had no right to expect that 


the homes of the clergy would furnish candi- 
dates for the ministry in any very much larger 


proportion than the homes of laymen.  Re- 


markable facilities existed in connection, with 
their Church, within the reach of every youth. 


They had their educational ladder, starting

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from the national school, and reaching, by 
way of the Incorporated Society’s Schools, 
Trinity College; with its arts course and its 
finely equipped Divinity School, and finally 
their own Divinity: Hostel, under Canon 
Forrester, right up to the Deaconate. The 
machinery was all ready, only waiting for full 
advantage to be taken of it. 
EXCHANGE OF BENEFICES. 

Dealing with the subject of the exchange 
of benefices by clergymen, the President said 
that in the introduction ,of the Minimum 
Stipend Act there had suddenly come into 
being a great body of parishes whose financial 
conditions were very closely alike. This fact 
seemed to him to pave the way for an ex- 
tended application of the principle of exchange 
of livings. ‘The Light Duty Parishes Act, 
which was beginning to be better understeod, 
was a limited application of the principle in 
connection with senior men, but the exchange 
of livings might be made a thing of much 
wider range. Prolonged tenure of the same 
benefice had something to be said for it, some- 
thing to be said against it. He thought the 
drawbacks were greater than the advantages. 
A system of exchange of parishes might be of 
great advantage‘and stimulus to their Church 
life as a means of counteracting a tendency to 
staleness, and he would be very glad, indeed, 
to be of help to clergymen who wished to 
consider the matter: : 

THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION. 

In conclusion, the President gave expression 
to the sense of horror, which, he was sure, was 
experienced by the members of their ‘Church 
generally, as they read of the sufferings of 
their brethren of the Christian faith in Russia. 
Political upheaval in that land had taken a 
definitely anti-Christian shape, with the result 
that persecutions of the most barbarqus type 
had directed against those who stood 
for organised religion. Not less horrible was 
the attack made in Turkey upon Greek and

Six 
months ago there were more than one million 
refugees destitute and homeless in the 
countries around the Aigean Sea. There was 
very little that they could do in a material 
way, beyond sending contributiqns to the 
All British Appeal, which was inaugurated 

the Lord Mayor of London at the Mansion 
House, London. But let them also pray that 
God. might send speedy deliverance to his 
suffering children. 

REPORT QF DIOCESAN COUNCIL. 

The report of the Diocesan Council showed 
that in the diocese there were 835 parishes or 
churches, with 8,138 registered vestrymen and 
an estimated Church population. of 65,747 
containing 104 churches and places licensed 
for Divine worship, served by 124 clergymen 
(including 41 curates-assistant). Number of 
Sunday schools, 105, with an average attend- 
ance of 4,761, and 87 day schools, with an 
average attendance of 4,984. Number of 
glebe houses, 59, with 283a. Ir. 10p. of land 
attached, the rent payable by the occupying 
incumbents being £483 16s. ld. Stipends 
secured under the financial plan for meum- 
benta. £20.240 10s.; for curates-assistant, 
£4 £80; from other sources for incumbents, 
£11,719; for curates-assistant, £5,046. The 
amount raised during the year 1922 by col- 
lections, subscriptions, donations, etc., was 
£24,916 7s. 7d. for sustertation; £19,778 
19s. 10d. for church expenses; £4,142 5s. 1d. 
and £269 for parochial and diocesan edueation, 
respectively; $12,604 Os. 4d. for foreign mis- 
sions ; for other parochial and extra-parochial 
objects, £11,618 2s. Sd. and £6,556 12s, 4d. 
réspectively - and for Protestant Orphan So 
ciety, £1,373 13s. 10d. The total amount of 
these several contributions, £81,259 Os. $d., is 
£1,377 14s. 1d. less than the amount raised 
during 1921. 

The Archdeacon of Dublin, who moved the 
adoption of the report, said that amongst the 
principal matters dealt) with by the Council 
was the re-arrangement of parishes and the re- 
adjustment of their system. About twenty- 
five parishes had been dealt with in this way, 
and great care was taken that the parishes 
in every ease should be consulted. No doubt 
there had been a certain amount of dissatis- 
faction, but this was inevitable, and parishes 
should realise that, disagreeable as it might 
be, it was better that this grouping should be 
carried out. ‘Within the last seven years the 
Church population of the diocese had shrunk 
by about ten thousand, and this caused a 
shrinkage in branches of their Church work. 
This was the result of causes over which they 
had no control, and he thought the shrinkage 
was nearly done now. 

As against these rather gloomy facts there 
were some bright facts. Their glebes were 
better kept and their -parochial buildings had 
been improved. Over £80,000 had been spent 
during the year in beautifying their churches 
and repairing them, and Rathfarnham parish 
had raised £4,200 for a parochial hall as a 
war memorial. (Applause.) Altogether thirty- 
five parishes had sent in accounts of money 
spent in these ways, and, while the clergy had 
diminished in number, they were better paid. 
The total amount for clerical stipend had in- 
creased during the last seven years from 
£36,000 to £41,000; in other words, while the 
average stipend seven years ago was £260, it 
was now about £340, and he thought that 
spoke well for the loyalty of their Church 
people, for their sense of doing right, for their 
generosity and love of the Church. He put 
these things before them as an encouragement 
and a hope that their diocese might prosper in 
the future. (Applause.) 

Mr. Maconchy seconded the motion. 

The report was adopted. 

The members of the Diocesan Council were 
re-elected, the Rev. J. H. Alcock taking the 
place of the Rev. J. Tobias, resigned. 

. TEMPERANCE. 

The Rev. C. R. Kitching. moved the adop- 
tion of the report of the Church of Ireland 
Temperance Society. He said that the Society 
did not, receive . sufficient support. from the 
Dublin churches. The sums sent in were very 
small, and there seemed to be a great deal of 
apathy and indifference sai 8 temperance 
work. Temperance work was difficult, but it 
should not be shirked. 

Mr. W. Roberts, who seconded the motion, 
said that more should ‘be done for the adults 
in temperance work. He appealed to the 
Society to adopt the fourfold pledge—the 
total abstinence pledge, the pledge against 
gambling, against smoking can against 
Sabbath-break ing. 

The motion was passed. 

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral, in 
moving the adoption of the report of the Board 
of Foreign Missions, said that, considering the 
troublesome times in which we live, the report 
was @ very satisfactory one. There was a 
falling off of only one per cent. in contribu- 
tions received as compared with the previous 
year, and the amounts given were very nearly 
up to what they were in previous years. 

Mr. T. A. Bailey seconded the motion, and 
the report was adopted. 

On the motion of Canon Scott, seconded by 
Chancellor Dowse, the following motion was 
passed :— 

“That the Dublin Secretaries of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel, the Church 
Missionary Society, the Society for Promoting 
Christianity among the Jews, the Colonial and 
Continental Church Society, and the South 
American Missiona Society be appointed 
ex-oficio members of the Diocesan Board of 
Foreign Missions.”’ 

The Rev. D. H. Hall moved :— 

“That the Dublin Diocesan Synod hereby 
expresses its sympathy with the parishioners 
of St. Thomas’s in the destruction of their 
historic church, and commends to the Govern- 
ment their claim for compensation; and that 
aba of this resolution be sent to the Pre- 
sident oí Dail Eireann. and the Minister íor 
Home Affairs of the Irish Free State.” 

He said that he wanted the parishioners of 
St. Thomas’s to feel that they had the sym- 

athy of their brethren in the Dublin Diocese 
hind them.
